farmer who has a large supply to dis- 
pose of is iu luck for lie can come 
pretty near commanding any price he 
wants. Tho market prico today is 
about 40 cents per dozen, bnt some 
higher prices have been paid. 
One of 


the hotels paid 43 cents aud iu one ol 
the stores a half dozen eggs sold for ;.'j 
cents. 


The supply of packed eggs which is 


usually sufficiently largo at this time 
of year has run out and the cold 
weather makes the supply of fresh 
eggs very scarce. The merchants do 
not know just what the farmers have 
on hand bnt it is not thought there 
are many eggs iu the country. It has 
been several years siiice eggs worn as 
high in this locality. 
Three or four 


years ago they weut up us high as 
50 cents per dozen but at this time 
last year they wora 10 cents per dozen. 


Chickens are also a little scarce and 


live birds sell for 3,"> aud 40 cents each. 
Tlio supply of potatoes which was 
^ cry shorl has increased and they are 
now being shipped iu from Wisconsin, 
Minnesota aud Michigan. Thoy sell 
at 05 ceuts aud (10 cents per bushel. 
Swoot potatoes are 23 ceuts pur peck, 
parsnips 23 cents per peck, cabbages 4 
cents per pound, turnips J5 ceuts per 
peck. 


California oranges sell at 20 costs to 


130 cents per dozen. Banauas are 13 
cents per dozen and lemons 23 cents. 
California celery is 10 ceuts a stalk or 
three for 125 cents. Country butter 
brings from IS to 20 cents per pound. 
There may be some strawberries iu 
market but if there are they will be 
very high in price. 


Oysters are not as scarce as they 


were but are by no menus plentiful. 
The price is "i~> cents ami 10 ceuts per 
quart.

PEARLS IN THE PHILIPPINES.

In the picturesquely miscellaneous 


collection of sultans, active volcanoes, 
rajahs, Dyak pirates, and 
so forth, 


handed over to the United States in the 
far Pacific as one result of the Spanish 
war, 
are the important pearl fisheries 


attached to the Sulu islands—pearl 
fisheries that, since the decline of those 
of Ceylon and the Persian gulf, divide 
with the north coast of Australia the 
reputation of being- the most valuable 
in the world. 


The Sulu pearl grounds have for some 


time been controlled by men or com- 
panies uith large capital, of which the 
chief ib a great London jewelry firm. 
These capitalists equip and send out 
fleets of from 20 to 30 moderate-sized 
schooners upon annual cruises and em- 
ploy in the pursuit, besides European 
officers and B-upercarg-oes, many hun- 
dreds, if notthousards, of native divers. 


It may be information to many that 


the chief revenue of 1he pearl fishing 
industry is derhcd not from the pearls 
—a very uncertain contingency—hut 
from the pearl shells, or mother-of- 
pearl, which brings in the market $100 
a ton ajid upward. As an illustration 
of this, while the West Australian pearl 
fisheries netted in one year $400,000 
from the shells;, the returns from the 
find of pearls were valued at a little ' 
more thau $150,000, or about one-third. 
tn this respect, while (he pearls found 
in the Su'.us are of the finest quality, 
the mother-of-pearl is sometimes char- 
acterized by a yellowish tint, which ren< 
ders it less valuable commercially than 
that obtained on the adjacent Austra/- 
ian banks. 


The actual diving operations are car- 


ried on chiefly liy the natne«, though 
of late years Europeans with divingap- 
oaratus have in some instances been 
employed. The former method is sim- 
jlicity itself. The diver, being denuded 
of his clothes and provided vith a knife 
and a«mallnet bag in which to gather 
he shells, aud having a 40-pound stone 
attached to liis feet, draws a deep 
jreath and is let rapidly down by a 
ope into the transparent wateis. The 
lepth at uhicli pearl diving-is gener- 
illy carried on is from 30 1o 40 feet, 
hough depths of 80 feet have been thus 
reached in a few inslances. Once at 
he bottom, the diver quickly proceeds 
o cut the shells from the rocks in hia 
icighborhood. and while lining his bag 
'emains under water for a period of CO ' 
o 100 seconds. 


While thus employed the divers are 


ometimes subject to the attacks oJ 
harks, but they find a far deadlier en- 
my iu the exhausting- nature of their 
vork, carried on beneath the waters 
f the tropics.
